The King left Buckingham Palace by motor 
yesterday afternoon for Hall Barn, Beacons- 
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Mr. John Bartley (instructed by Mr. E. W 
Harris) applied on behalf of the plaintiff, the 
surviving executor, for an that 


the 
personal estate of the deceased might 
administered and the trusts of his will carried 
into execution under the direction of the 
Court. 

Counsel said that the defendant was one of 
the residuary legatees, who turned out to be 
a very large and difficult class to ascertain. 
The action was commenced in March, 1921. 
It came on for hearing before the Master ot 
the Rolls in June, 1921, and was adjourned 
generally. It ee that the deceased 
gentleman was alleged to be an Austrian sub- 
ject, and the Treaty of Peace with Austria 
provided that the assets of Austrian subjects 
who were in England at the time were to be 
charged with a liability in favour of the 
British Government for the mae of ng 
British creditors of Austria. that allega- 
tion coming to the Master of the Rolls 
adjourned the case generally and directed 
them to communicate with the administrator 
of Austrian assets. They did that, and 
eventually an action, in which Mr, Drimmie 
was plaintiff, was brought. They waited a 
long time before they could get a defendant, 
and then Mr. Carrigan was 
Attorney-General for the purpose of this and 
similar cases, and an action was brought of 
Drimmie against Carrigan, in which the - 
tifí claimed a declaration that the deceased 
gentleman was a Pole, and not an Austrian, 
and if he had been a Pole—the Poles being a 
friendly nation—there would have been no 
charge on his assets. That action went on, 
and eventually a consent was entered into, on 
the advice of Mr. Samuel Brown, counsel for 
Mr. Drimmie, whereby the executor, in com- 
promise of the claim of the Austrian adminis- 
trator, paid £2,500 out of the assets. The 
claim was, of course, a great deal more. At 
the time of the outbreak of the war Mr. 
Ostersetzer actually had his papers 8%: for 
naturalisation. He had been 42 years em- 
ployed as chief analytical chemist in Messrs. 
Goulding’s, Dublin, and was a most valued 
and esteemed employé of theirs. 

The deceased man made his will on the 
4th July, 1918, and appointed David Drimmie, 
of 27 Nassau street, Dublin, and Henry 
Martyn Leask, of Sir John Rogerson’'s quay, 
Dublin, to be executors and trustees. 

The statement of claim, which counsel 
referred to, set out the provisions of the will. 
In it the deceased man bequeathed, amongst 
other legacies, £250 to each of the two 
executors and trustees; £100 to the Dublin 
Hebrew Congregation, Adelaide road ; £200 to 
the Masonic Victoria Jubilee ahm? Fund; 
£100 to the Masonic Girls’ School, .Bails- 
bridge; £100 to the Masonic Boys’ School, 
Clonskea, and £100 to the Baggot Street 
Hospital. sd 

The testator directed his solicitor to com- 
municate with the proper authorities at 
Marinpol, South Russia, and ascertain and 
satisíy his executors and trustees that the 
death of his brother, Josef Ostersetzer, had 
really taken place in 1914, as all the residue of 
testator’s estate was to have gone to his 
brother. It was only on the condition of his 
brother Josef’s death, properly certified, that 
he bequeathed the residue of his estate, as he 
then set out. 

Testator wished to be buried in the Jewish 
Burial Ground, but strictly privately, an 
without any notice whatever. His personal 
estate was valued at £10,550 19s. 8d. 

AN AMBIGUOUS CLAUSE. 

The statement of claim further stated that 
Ernest W. Harris, one of the witnesses, was 
one of the legatees mentioned in the will, but 
was not aware that he was a legatee when 
he signed as witness. Henry Martyn Leask, 
one of the executors and trustees mentioned 
in the will, died on the 15th December, 1918, 
before the testator. The testator died in 
Ireland on the 26th November, 1920, and the 
will was proved and probate granted on the 
28th January, 1921, to the plaintiff. In the 
original will the words and figures £100 in 
the legacy to the Jewish Burial Society were 
struck out, and the alteration was initialled, 
apparently, ‘‘J. O.” The witnesses to the 
will had not read the will, and could not 
testify that the alteration was made before 
the execution. The officer of the Probate 
Court disallowed the alteration and restored 
the words struck out. The will was 
ambiguous so far as this bequest was con- 
cerned. The testator left among his papers 
a document in his own handwriting, described 
as a copy of his will. This document, dated 
4th July, 1918, was not an exact copy of the 
will, and in it the bequest to the Jewish 
Burial Society was £50, 

In accordance with the special directions 
given in the will, Ernest W. Harris ¢pm- 
municated with the proper: authorities at 
Mariupol, South Russia. He received no 
reply from. Mariupol, but ascertained from 
inquiries in Vienna and from a former Vice- 
Consul of Mariupol that the death of Josef 
Ostersetzer had really taken ig in 1914, 
and satisfied the executor and trustee. In 
administering the deceased's estate, and in 
carrying the trusts of his will into execution, 
it would be necessary to have an inquiry as 
to who are entitled to the residuary estate. 
The persons entitled reside, or are believed to 
reside, in Austria or Russia, Their number 
might be considerable, and the plaintiff had 
no knowledge as to these persons who reside 
in Russia. 

Mr. Martin C. Maguire, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. J. W. Davis), 
appeared for the defendant, said that he 
did not contest the legacies. The defendant 
was a first cousin of the late Mr. Julius 
Ostersetzer, and, in the event of the death of 
Josefi—which seemed to be a moral certainty— 
before the testator, she was interested as one 
of the legatees. Deceased was a distinguishd 
and well-known citizen of Dublin, and the 
only question for his lordship to decide was 
what should be the form of the order. His 
lordship should make provision for bringing 
into court the sums, which were of a very 
liquid nature, as it was essential that they 
should he preserved for the benefit of the 
estate, 

Mr. Murphy (instructed by Mr. William 
Kerr Johnston), on behalf of trustees of the 
Jewish Burial Society, who had issued a 
summons for administration in the matter, 
submitted that the Jewish Burial Society was 
entitled to at least £100 under the will. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he thought 
there was no g in expending a lot of costs 
in having this matter threshed out, because 
there was only £50 between the two figures, 
and more than £60 would be spent in costs. 
He put it to Mr. Murphy that he should 
suggest a legacy of £100, and he would fix it 
at that. ) 

Mr. Murphy—TI think that is reasonable. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
appoint Mr. Maguire, he consenting, to repre- 
sent the class. 

Evidence having been given by Mr. E. W. 
Harris and Mr. David Drimmie regarding

JURY AGAIN FAIL TO AGREE. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE

In his address to the jury for the accused 
man, Mr. A. Lynn, who was instru b 
Mr. T. P. Coffey, Dundalk, dealt at lengt 
with the evidence of Francis Boyle, the prin- 
cipal State witness. who alleged that 
McKeever told him that he was going to 
shoot the Smiths, and afterwards admitted 
having committed the double murder with 
Myles. Mr. Lynn pointed out that Boyle 
had been in custody for nine months, and 
had not yet been put on trial for offences 
dating back to 1499, He was not the 
‘innocent Jamb '' he pretended to be, and it 
was only on his evidence that McKeever 
could be found guilty. | 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., in reply, described the 
men who. committed the murders as hired 
assassins. They were paid to commit murder

stealing, and the men who hired them had 
not yet been brought to justice.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY 
OF MUSIC. 


THE ADJOURNED GENERAL 
MEETING. 

The general meeting of members of the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music, which had 
been adjourned to discuss the annual report 
for 1925, was held yesterday at the Academy, 
Westland row, Dublin. A minute was read 
which had been prepared by a special com- 
mittee appointed to inquire into the state- 
ments of the auditor in his report. The 
minute dealt with the holding of sight- 
reading classes, and payments made for them 
to the professor who held them. There was 
no formal minute of the Governors authoris- 
ing the holding of sight-reading classes com- 
prising less than eight pupils, and, therefore, 
no such classes should technically have been 
held. As the Governors are desirous of en- 
couraging sight-reading, which is an essential 
part of musical education, they would have 
sanctioned the holding of such classes, for 
which payments made had been referred to 
in the auditor’s report. The Governors 
accept responsibility for the sight-reading 
classes referred to, and for the payments 
made to the professor in respect of them. 

A heated | sheans arose, during which 
some members asked that the whole report 
oí the special committee appointed to in- 
quire into the statements made in the 
auditor’s report should first be read. 
Commendatore Esposito, who was in the 
chair, said that the first business before 
the meeting was the minute of the special 
committee; if members desired to read the 
report it was available for them to see. 
An amendment was put to the meeting to 
the effect that the report of the special com- 
mitee should be read. The amendment was 
lost by nine votes to twenty-one. The 
minute was then voted on and passed by 
twenty-five votes to five. 

The annual meeting was then held to elect 
four governors to represent the members for 
the years 1927, 1928 and 1929. The names 
of Senator James Moran, Mr. W. H. Bray- 
den, Mr. Lennox Robinson, and Mr. Denis 
McCullough were put forward for re-election, 
and Mrs, Best for election. The result of 
the ballot was:—Mr. H. Brayden, 46 
votes; Mr. Lennox Robinson, 24 votes; Mr. 
Denis MeCullough, 41 votes; Mrs. Best, 31 
votes.

DEATH OF A RACB- 
HORSE. 


CLAIM AGAINST INSURANCE 
BROKER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

A case arising out of an accident to and 
death of a racehorso was heard. The plaintiff, 
Miss Madelino O'Meara, Burrin dise 
Carlow, claimed £200 dánaga irom Mr, T. 
M. O'Callaghan, insurance adviser and broker, 

St. Andrew street, Dublin, by reason 

of his alleged angngeecs as an insurance agent 
in relation to the insurance of her horsé, 
“Jeff” against death or destruction through 
accident, whereby the death of the horse was 
not covered by the insurance effected by the 
defendant, although the animal was destroyed 
on account of an accident which. occurred 
during the Tetratema Cup race at Gowran 
Park on the llth ens, 1925. 
_ In her evidence Miss O'Meara said that 
in the course of the race, which was a ó; 
miles stee ase, the horse fell and was 
injured. It was not destroyed at the time, 
as she was anxious to save its life, It was 
brought to Carlow and attended by «4 
vetor sur , but some couple of weeks 
later to destroyed. 

In cross-examination, it appeared that the 
policy of insurance in the case was a ‘‘ one- 
race policy, which the plaintiff, in a letter 
written two days before the race, asked the 
defendant to effect; and in the course of 
correspondence it was mentioned that the 
company with whom the insurance was 
effected maintained that the death of the 
animal must occur during the race—namely, 
from the time of weighing out to the time 
of weighing in, before they would be liable 
for payment. The plaintiff said that she 
did not know that “ one-race ” policies were 
very unusual, 

** ONE-RACE " POLICIES. 

The defendant said that he had been in 
the habit of effecting insurance on all sorts 
of property, including racehorses, with big 
companies in England. These “ one-race’’ 
policies were very unusual and very difficult 
to procure, and were the cheapest form of 
policies. The short note written by the 
plaintiff asking him to effect the insurance 
was written only on the 9th June, the race 
being on the 1lth, and it was absolutely 
impossible for him to procure any insurance, 
except the one he did procure. 

Judge Roche, in. deciding in favour of the 
defendant, said that ‘Miss O'Meara had 
previa experience of these policies. On the 
Yth June she wrote to Mr. O'Callaghan : 
“ Please insure for me again the bay gelding, 
Jeff,” and mentioned that the race was taking 
place on the following Thursday. Mr. 
O'Callaghan had to act on this immediately, 
and his icrdship could not find that any 
negligence was shown on his part. He would, 
therefore, dismiss the case with costs.

FACILITIES: FOR STUDENTS AT 
GRANGEGORMAN. 

At a meeting of the Joint Committee of 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital yesterday an 
increase in the number of patients of 42. or 
1.2 per cent over the samo period last year 
rsa Bie yon by Dr. Donelan, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. 

There were now in the hospital, Dr. 
Donelan stated, 1,790 males and 1,672 females. 
Of these, 829 men and 791 women were at 
Portrane, Since the last meeting of the 
Committee 18 male and seven female patients 
wero admitted. 

Dr. Donelan further reported that at the 
final examination of the recent Medico- 
Psychological Association eleveh attendants 
were examined and one passed, while of ten 
nurses examined three passed. 

He asked the Committee to sanction an 
arrangement by which students from the 
gram ia and universities residing near at hand 
shouid devote a number of hours each dav 
to the study of mental diseases that would 
enable them tv obtain their diplomas. The 
establishment did not afford residential 
accommodation.

The Chief Justice replied on November

that 1 applauded—that is to say, expressed 
approval of the mention by a person ‘ in high 
‘office ' of ‘the Constitution and the laws tor 
the express purpose of showing how they 
could be violated with impunity. 

“I called your attention to that positive 
statement, assuming that you would immedi- 
ately correct the report or withdraw it as 
something into which you were accidentally 
betrayed. Your reply is an evasion, and 
exhibits no regret for a quite unjustifiable 
use of Parliamentary privilege. Your original! 
Statement therefore stands as an impudent 
and mischievous falsehood, made under cover 
of the privilege of the Seanad. Your wanton 
po a in of. my name in a place where I 
could not immediately challenge it, under the 
chairmanship of one of the principal speakers 
on the occasion you have now identified 
whom your discretion spared, was a piece o 
—— cowardice as well as a reckless {false- 


_ “I must take my own measures to correct 
it. I am sending the correspondence to the 
Cathaoirleach.” 

' AN UNSEEMLY OUTBURST.” 

Mr. O'Farrell replied on November 30th “— 
‘I have your letter of 27th instant, and very 
much regret that you should see fit to indulge 
in such an unseemly and unreasoning out- 
burst, which is hardly in keeping with the 
dignity and responsibility attaching to the 
high office you occupy. Neither is it in 
accordance with the actual facts Does it not 
strike you that the indiscriminate use of in- 
temperate and irresponsible abusive state- 
ments by the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court is more likely to bring the law into 
contempt than anything else that may be said 
or done by other persons, whether inside or 
outside the Oireachtas? 

“You accuse me, amongst 
things, of "Mean cowardice.’ If I were un- 
kind, I might guggest that the term 
‘cowardice’ could most fittingly be attri- 
buted to a person who bhivaiéiy dissppeoves 
of an unconstitutional act but has not. the 
moral courage to say so in public. Personal 
modesty or a dread of the limelight might be 
advanced as a reason for this disinclination 
to give public expression to one’s faith, 
were it not for the fact that sufficient time 
has not elapsed to enable the public to forget 
a very emphatic public speech in connection 
with an important bill before the Oireachtas 
made by the same person, and referred to 
afterwards by a Cabinet Minister in the Dail 
as a speech not quite in keeping with the 
high office of the person who made it. 

‘I cannot agree that I have abused my 
Parliamentary privilege in the slightest way. 
although I should certainly feel that I had 
violated the privilege of being taken seriously 
by most responsible people if I had been the 
author of & document such as your last letter 
to me. I regret, therefore, that until you can 
see your way to write in a manner more in 
keeping with ordinary courtesy and elementary 
public decency I must refuse to continue this 
correspondence.”’ 

WHAT HE MEANT. 

Having concluded the reading of the 
correspondence, Mr, O'Farrell said that as a 
matter of fact what he meant to convey by 
the words “with the Chief Justice thrown 
in,” was that he was present, and thereby 
added _— and importance to the occasion. 
Although he naturally resented the imperious, 
domineering terms in which the Chief 
Justice s letter was couched, he explained to 
him -what his words were meant to convev, 
and he offered to write to the Press convev- 
ing the Chief Justice’s repudiation of the 
original statement, that he had applauded 
the speech of the Governor-General. He had 
nothing to add to the correspondence. 

The Chairman said that the matter was 
now closed, except that he wished to say that 
Senator O'Farrell on the occasion in question 
was a little bit too quick, as the matter was 
really out of order for several reasons. It 
would add a new terror to social functions of 
the kind in question, attended by all classes, 
if every person present were to be tuken 
as responsible in any way for, or applauding, 
any statements expressed in the course of the 
exuberance and exhilaration of post-prandial 
oratory. (Laughter.) 


FINANCIAL RELATIONS. 
SETTLEMENT WITH BRITAIN 
CRITICISED. 


e Colonel Moore moved the following resolu- 
ion — 

“That in the opinion of the Senate the 
heads of the ultimate financial settlement 
between the British Government and the 
Government of the Irish Free State, signed 
on the 19th March, 1926, and laid on the 
table of this House on the 19th November, 
1925, are prejudicial to the financial stabilit 
of the Irish State, and will, if ratified. 
prove to be an excessive burden on Irish tax- 
payers. ”’ 

Mr. Lenehan seconded the motion. 

Sir John Keane said that Colonel Moore 
had not examined the figures closely, and that 
to repudiate just debts would only aggravate 
the position. He could see no defence what- 
ever for. the suggestion that land annuities 
should not be paid. It was not a national 
debt. but that of individuals who had 
benefited from money advanced. . 

The Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythe) ex- 
plained the settlement in detail in much the 
same terms as he explained it in the Dail last 
week. The Government, he said, had never 
disputed this land settlement, and believed 
that it was an absolutely just claim. It was 
never disputed by any responsible authority. 
There was no specific reference to it in the 
Treaty, because it, was one of the matters 
which had to be worked out in detail. 

ALLEGED SUPPRESSION. 

Senator Lenehan said that the Government 
had carefully suppressed the agreement of 
March, 1923, and now it was discovered that 
there had been another agreement on 
February 12th, 1925, which had never yet 
seen the light of day in this country, although 
members of the House of Lords evidently had 
some knowledge of it. 

Where was the legal authority for paying 
these annuities’ If there was no other 
authority for the payment of the annuities 
than the Land Act of 1923, he thought that 
they should not pay them. He asked the 
Minister to make public the secret agreement 
referred to in the House of Lords. e Act

A MORAL GLAIM. 

They believed that they had undoubtedly 
a moral claim to that income tax. Their. 
legal claim in the present state of the law 
was considered in doubt, but because of the 
strength of their moral claim they withheld 
more than their claim for income tax, in the 
hope that they would reach an agreement 
with ‘the British Government. 

They only reached a settlement on that 
point in connection with double income tax. 
The double residence basis was good for the 
Free State. ‘Assuming that the Free State 
claim to-income tax and to the interest de- 
rived from the land annuities was just, the 
new arrangement left the Exchequer at least 
as well off as it was before. The new basis 
relieved the taxpayers of a great deal of 
annoyance and inconvenience, and moreover, 
it enabled certain taxpayers who were eéx- 
empt to recover full repayment of the tax 
deducted. 

Wath regard. to land annuities, the 
ordinary procedure would have been to divide 
the land purchase fund. The Free State 
would have had its share of the liability and 
the assetg—the Free State’s share of the 
assets would be the annuity, and the liability 
would be portion of the stock. The British 
Government undertook the responsibility for 
paying over the necessary interest and sink- 
ing fund, and that the Free State should 

ay the annuities to them under the Local 
sans Fund. 

Heretofore the annuities were paid over to 
the British Government. They amounted at 
present to £686,000. After the lapse of 
twenty years that amount would be consider- 
ably reduced. The amount outstanding at 
present was over ten millions. There were 
awards against the Free State by the British 
Government to the extent of £490,000, but 
much of that was subject to reinstatement 
conditions. As the British Government would 


not undertake reinstatement, £130,000 would 


be knocked off that. 
AMENDMENT MOVED. 

Mr. Bennett proposed, as an amendment,

THE LUCAN AND LEIXLIP 
EXTENSION. 


The following resolution, which was passed 
at an extraordinary genera] meeting of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company, Limited, 
on the 26th ult., was confirmed at a second 
extraordinary general meeting. held. yester- 
day :—‘* That the bill submitted to this meet- 
ing entitled ‘A Bill to authorise the Dublin 
United Tramways Company (1896), Limited. 
to acquire the undertakings of the Dublin and 
Lucan and the Lucan and Leixlip Electric 
Railway Companies, and to alter and main- 
tain the existing lines of these companies, and 
to enable the company to act as electricity 
undertakers, and to amend certain Acts 
relating to this company, and for other pur- 
poses’ be. and the same is hereby, approved, 
subject to such additions, alterations, or 
variations as the Oireachtas may think hit. to 
make therein and the directors shall sanctton. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. Hewat, T.D.) ex- 
plained that it was necessary to confirm this 
mation in order to lodge the bill with the 
Oireachtas before the 20th inst. 

Answering Mr, Maguire '(a shareholder), the 
Chairman said that there was no Wayleave 
payable with regard to the undertaking. As 
to rating, that was a matter outside their 
control, and would be the same as the rating 
of the county through which the line passed. 
The length ,of the line would be seven and a 
half miles, the line going as far as the hotel 
at Leixlip. The cost would be about £70,000. 

Mr. Maguire asked would the residents 
contribute to the undertaking, because the 
line could hardly be run as a private under- 
taking, and it was more or less íor the 
advantage of the people of the district that 
the company should take it over. 

The Chairman said that he hoped that it 
would be to the mutual benefit of both. They 
could not ask the residents to contribute. 
The whole question vy involved in the bigger 
question of the extension of what he might 
term a lease of their whole system. Because 
they undertook the extension they were 

ranted a further term of 30 years—42 years 
Fon the present. They felt that the under- 
taking would be justified on its merits. 

Mrs. A. M. Sullivan asked where the money 
was to come from to build this line. Their 
shares were very low at present. a 

Mr. Hewat replied that they did not antici- 
pate any difficulty in financing the line. 

Mrs. Sullivan—That is a very poor answer, 
and it is not fair to the shareholders. What 
will you pay for the money?

In Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. Desmond 
Fitzgerald, Minister for External Affairs, 
made a statement on the work of the 
Imperial Conference. The Minister spoke 
for nearly two hours, and dealt at length 
with the progress that the Conference 
made towards: the “‘ implementation of 
co-equa lity.” 

He began by reminding the Dail that the 
Conference has no powers delegated to it 
from any of the peoples or Governments 
in the Commonwealth. 

“It has none of the attributes of a 
supreme federal council, and it does not 
laim to have them,” he said. “It is 
simply a meeting of the representatives 
of the independent Governments of, the 
Commonwealth for. the purpose of con- 
ferring together and -endeavouring to dis- 
cover the most effective means of further- 


ing the interests of each member of the |. 


group and of the group as.a whole. ‘With 
this end in view, it formulatés certain 
conclusions, the acceptance or. rejection’ of 
which depends on the will of’ the Govern- 
nents, 

“ These conclusions do not essentially 
affect the status of the members of the 
Commonwealth which is based in its 
broader: aspects on the fundamental and 
now completely accepted constitutional 
principle of absolute co-equality. But, 
speaking in particular of the conclusions 
of the Inter-Imperial Relations . Com- 
mittee, they are intended to make clear 
the implications of co-equality, and to pre- 
pare the way for the gradual elimination 
of legal machinery ‘and administrative 
practices which are not in conformity with 
that principle. | 

“This Conference has. given more time 
and attention to this question of the 
elucidation of status than any. Conference 
which preceded it, and, I have no doubt, 
it will be regarded by historians as ‘mark- 
ing a definite step forward in the develop- 
ment. of the individual States .of the 
Commonwealth as. distinct political 
entities in the general society of nations.”’ 


SMALL, BUT GREAT. 

Mr. Fitzgerald then. reviewed the posi- 
tion of the Free State in the world as a 
nation. “Our country, considered as a 
unit,” he said, “is among the smallest in 
Europe, but it has made a greater racial 
contribution to the building up of the 
creat new countries of the world than any 
of our neighbours, with the exception of 
Great Britain. That factor gives to our 
country, considered by itself, a degree of 
mfluence which in modern international 
life should be a powerful force for in- 
creased prestige and prosperity if we have 
the vision and the determination to make 
use of it. 

But, apart from this, we must remem- 
ber that modern conditions of inter- 
national life make it incumbent on every 
country to enter. into treaties and agree- 
ments with its neighbours, to make con- 
essions to them, to waive certain rights, 
n the interests of its commercial or poli- 
ical well-being—or even existence. The 
mutual waiving of rights is guided by— 
nd is a recognition of—community of 
nterest. The League of Nations, as its 
machinery and institutions develop, may 
obtain such tangible recognition of the 
community of interest and interdepend- 
ence of all countries that will give suffi- 
ent guarantees for the elimination of 

, the political and commercial integrity 
of its members, and make any other group 


within the British Empire, equal in 
status, in no way subordinate one to 
another in any aspect of their domestic 
or. external affairs, though united in a 
common allegiancd to the Crown, and 


freely associated as members of the. 
The 


British Commonwealth of Nations. 
King is at once the symbol of that asso- 
ciation and ot that autonomy.”’ 

“The functions incidental to kingship,” 
he explained, “constitute the sole opera- 
tive constitutional element in the main- 
tenance “of the association. The kingly 
function is to reign, not to govern. He 
is a constitutional monarch. As such he 
acts solely upon the advice of the Govern- 
ment of each. individual State in the 
affairs of that State. 


THE COMMON KINGSHIP. 

“ Naturally, we recognise that the 
common kingship created a relationship 
making for and necessitating harmony and 
co-operation between the Governments of 
the various States of the Commonwealth, 
@ harmony and co-operation already 
eminently desirable because of the close 
economic and other interests actually 
existing between them. Those mutual in- 
terests necessitate certain mutual arrange 
ments. 

“The attitude of this Government is, 
and ‘will remain, that those - mutual 
arrangements should be dictated by that 
mutual interest, and by that only. Forms 
and practices still existing merely as 
remnants from a time when the Govern- 
ment in Great Britain: retained authority 
and power over the Dominions were not 
calculated to assist harmony and co-opera- 
tion, but might at some future time be the 
cause of misunderstanding and friction, 
and be actually dangerous to the necessary 
co-operation. They .also . could; un- 
doubtedly, tend to mislead people at home 
and abroad. They should, therefore, be 
eliminated—not necessarily immediately or 
in haste; but’ certainly ultimately and 
without neédless delay.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald detailed the anomalies 
which it was sought to remove at the Con- 
ference. These concerned the position of 
the. Governor-General, extra territorial 
powers, merchant shipping, the sole right 
of a Dominion Government to advise the 
King in the affairs of that Dominion ; the 
King’s title, and appeals to the Privy 
Council. 

In the past, he said, appeals to the 
Judicial Committee of the British Privy 
Council were founded on the right to hear 
such appeals vested in the Privy Council 
by British Statutes nearly a hundred 
years old. In the course of time this right 
has been attenuated by clauses in the Acts 
and Constitutions of the Dominions, until 
by constitutiona] evolution the right to 
hear appeals has been substituted by the 
right to appeal vested in the various parts 
of the Commonwealth, if they wish to 
make use of it. Tho Irish Delegation, 
while not pressing for the immediate 
abolition of the practice of receiving 


appeals, maintained its right to bring up} 


the matter again at the next Imperial 
Conference. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Another and very important aspect of 
the sole right of the Government of a 
Dominion in the affairs of that Dominion 
was its. exercise in relation to foreign 
affairs in general.

PANAMA. 


RIGHT OF CONTROL IN 
WAR TIME, 


From “Tur TIMe. ” CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday, - 
Considerable stir has been.created in 


Panama by the publication in two Havana 


newspapers of the full text of a treaty re- 
cently negotiated between Panams and the 
United States. 

The Secretary of Sesnign Relations for 
Panama admitted yesterday that the news- 
papers had obtained the .exact ‘text. | 
Whence the leak occurred remains un- 
known, although Panaman sources are 
suspected. | 

The principal interest attached to 
Clause 2, whereby the United States 
virtually enters into an  entanyling 
alliance; for Panama engages to enter war 
whenever the United States fights, and 
give the Americans the right to assume 
control of the Panama communications 
necessary to protect military transit in 
war time. 

Article 1 provides that Panama shal! 
licence wireless stations; but the United 
States shall control them in war-time. 

Article 2 cedes the Manzanillo Island, 
off the Atlantic end of the Canal, to the 
United States perpetually. 

Article 4 forbids the opening of further 
private enterprises in the Canal zone by 
Americans, who undertake trade with 
United States Commissaries. 

Article 5 ensures free trade between -the 
Canal zone and Panaman territory, but 
merchandise entering the Republic from 
the Canal zone is subject to the usual duty 
on foreign articles, unless consigned to the 
United States employés. 

Article 6 makes Panama and Colon free 
ports of entry, and also gives the United 
States the right to use them in an 
emergency. 

There is reported to be a general beliaf 
that the Panama Assembly will refuse to 
ratify the treaty.

Tighe, who leaves a widow and several 
children, was taken to the mortuary ut 
Crawley. He began his career in the 
employment of Mr. J. J. Maher, in Ire- 
land.

Herr von Kuhlmann was Secretary of 
State from August 5th, 1917, to July, 1918, 
| when he was superseded in consequence of 
his telling the Reichstag that the war 
could not be won: by military means, and 
must be terminated by negotiation. He 
was the responsible official at the 
| Wilhelmstrasse when the negotiations 
between Herr Michaelis and. the Nuncio 
were in progress. 

In his evidence, Herr von Kuhlman 
perhaps the one man of all those appea 
ing in the inquiry who has publis 
nothing about his term of office, was : 
reticent as might have been expected. His 
evidence implied that the French Govern- 
ment was by no means favourable to the 
peace efforts that were being made by 
Great Britain through its representative 
at the Vatican, and that th came a 
point at which Great Britain went over to 
the French view. He expressed it as his 
opinion that if was not Belgium, but 
Alsace-Lorraine, that was really the 
decisive factor. ; 

Herr von Kuhlmann gave an interesting 
account of the origin of the plan originally 
arranged between him and Herr Michaelis. 
It was their intention to get a suitable 
neutral personags, who had a special in- 
fluential and respected position towards 
the British Court and the British Govern- 
ment (he remained unidentified in the evi- 
dence), to go to London and find out 
whether there was any inclination on the 
part of Great Britain towards peace. In 
order that this negotiator should not go 
empty-handed, they had agreed that he 
should be instructed to say that Germany 
was ready on conditions to negotiate, and 
to. give a binding diplomatic assent to 
the sovereignty and the integrity of Bel- 
gium, provided that certain conditions 
were fulfilled by the other side. Un- 
fortunately, this proposal was weakened 
in a Crown Council held at the Bellevue 
Palace on September 12th, which effec- 
tively prevented their giving a declaration 
to the Nuncio with regard to Belgium 
in the terms the Curia required—namely, 
unqualified by guarantees. After the 
Crown Council, to do so would have been 
to go beyond their authority. The reason 
for the change in the Crown Council was 
apparently a modification in the policy of 
the German General Headquarters, which 
altered its attitude towards negotiation 
from time to time, as the military situa- 
tion became more or less favourable. 

Herr von Kuhlmann made it plain in 
his evidence that the German General 
Headquarters was the main hindrance in 
the negotiations. He went on to explain 
that the neutral personage had under- 
taken his mission, but that it had pro- 
duced only negative results.

In the: course. of “a statement: which he 
made in the Dail-yesterday explaining the 
Government’s' reasons for ordering . the 
release of fifty men.who had been interned 
under the Public Safety Act,.Mr.’ Kevin 
O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, spoke of 
the ill-treatment of prisoners by Civic 


Guards in Waterford. He had appointed 
a committee to investigate the matter, and 


» said that compensation would be paid to 


the injured persons, 

The Minister also spoke ‘of the existence 
of an illegal military organisation in the 
country, and stated “that, if there was a 
recurrence of the attacks on the Civie 
Guard stations, he would make proposals 
to the House which were not covered by 
the Public Safety. Act. 


THE ORDER FOR RELEASE 
WHY THE STEP WAS. TAKEN. 


Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins,‘ the Minister for 
Justice, said that he would like to make a 
rather general statement about the situa- 
tion as it stood under the secret Emergency 
Powers Legislation. As deputies would 
have seen from the newspapers, those 
persons who had been interned under that 
Act—to the number of 50—were released. 
That step was taken because, in the opinion 
of the Executive Council, a situation did 
not. now exist in the country which. would 
warrant the continued detention of’ the 
persons against whom it had not been 
found possible to formulate any charge. 

About.a month or six weeks ago certain 
Guards’. stations were raided by armed. men 
and the unarmed garrisons were subjected 
to a certain amount of humiliation and 


injury, and in two cases members of. the 


Guards were murdered. With regard to 
the object of these raids, and what was 
hoped to be achieved, if one could strike 
something in. the nature of a national 
balance sheet for these occurrences, it 
would make sorry reading—two young men 
murdered, two families stricken, the 
reputation of the country injured, a 
handle given to the many who were glad 
to seize on every incident of the kind to 
deride and defame the country; and, on 
the other side, what useful or constrictive 
thing could be said as against all that 
shame and sorrow? One could not see it. 


AN UNLAWFUL ORGANISATION. 


So far as he had been. able to get infor- 
mation in the. matter,. the position was 
that there was in the country an un- 
lawful, subterranean military organisation. 
People up and.down through the country 
had retained a cormection: or. association 
with that organisation. That connection 
differed very much in degree and in reality 
with many cases. Some who were 
prominent in activities of this kind in the 
years 1922 and 1923 liad retained a 
nominal connection, and in some cases a 
nominal rank, in that unlawful organisa- 
tion, but had been tending more and n.»re 
to become entirely inactive and to accept 
the duties of citizenship and to obey the 
laws of the State. Then there was the new 
vintage—boys_ from 14 to 17 years of age 
seized on by propagandists, mostly femi- 
nine propagandists, and inspired to 
commit utterly ruthless, desperate, irre- 
sponsible actions of this kind. 

Amongst the fifty persons interned: he 
would not place very high the proportion 
who were believed tó have been privy to 
these occurrences.. He believed that the 
entire number had an association of 
greater or less reality with the subter- 
ranean military organisation which it was 
sought to continue in the country, There 
was pressure from below in this organisa- 
tion in favour of. these outrages and there 
was also Objection from below, and the 
hierarchy, the so-called headquarters staff 
of the organisation, did a thing that was 
rather unusual—they authorised, as distinct 
from ordering, these raids on the stations 
of the police. 


THE RELEASES.

TWO FINE HUNTS. 

These hounds, which have been showing 
consistently good sport since their opening 
meet, in Sracninbee, have recently had two 
remarkable bunts. On Monday, 6th inst., 
after meeting at Cregg Castle, they found a 
good fox in Daly's gorse near Corofin. Break- 
ing at the south end of the gorse near the 
house, hounds settled down on the line at 
once, and simply raced for twenty minutes. 
Over big, level fields with good, sound ad going, 
tad | they hunted past Waterview gorse, and ran 
the bank of the river, whero we viewed our 
fox, but hounds did not see him. Fortunately 
for us, he chose the bridge to cross the river, 
and ran up the hill and to ground in an un. 
stopped earth near the top of Knockdoe Hill.

In these days it is 
rather remarkable that in all that twelve 
miles of country, the field crossed only one 
wire fence, and many of the field were 
able to avoid crossing that.

WIRELESS BILL PASSED. 
| 


A number of important questions was 
answered in the Dail yesterday afternoon, 
after which several new bills were advanced 
a stage. The Wireless Telegraphy Bill, 
which was accepted on report, was passed 
through all its remaining stages. 

President Cosgrave, in the Dail yesterday, 
replying to a question by Mr. Johnson, said 
that the second, third and fourth interim 
reports of the Banking Commission were in 
course of printing, and would be ready for 
presentation to the Oireachtas in a day or 
two. The second of those reports dealt with 
agricultural credit facilities. It was hoped 
to publish the first interim report in a short 


time. 
GAELTACHT COMMISSION. 
President Cosgrave informed Mr. McCul- 
lagh that the Departmental examination of 
tho report of the Gaeltacht Commission was 
not yet completed. The examination of the 
82 recommendations, some of them involving 
financial considerations, was per gen as 
rapidly as possible, but he could not yet in- 
dicate a date on which he could make a 
statement of the Government’s intentions on 
the report. 


THE INDUSTRIAL TRUST COMPANY. 

The President, in reply to Mr. Conor 
Hogan, said that Senator Douglas and Mr. 
Hugh Kennedy, of Dublin, had been 
nominated by the Minister for Finance as 
directors of the Industrial Trust Company of 
Ireland, Ltd, No sums had been ps to 
the Exchequer in respect of dividend, bonus, 
or other profit accruing from the acquisition 
of shares therein. The position of the 
Minister for Finance differed in no way from. 
that of .any other sharehdlider in the com- 
pany, except as regards representation on 
the board of directors, 

FINES ON TRAWLERS. 

The Minister for Justice, in reply to a 

question by Mr. White, Donegal, said that 
m respect of 
and costs ‘imposed on owners and 
masters of foreign trawlers convicted for 
breaches of bye-laws in Donegal District 
Courts from October 1, 1923, to November 1, 
1926. There were difficulties in the way of 
collecting such fines, and the nature of the 
legislation to remove those difficulties was 
under the consideration of the Attorney- 
General. 
Mr. White—It is a long time under con- 
sideration. When will the Ministry cease 
taking such prosecutions, the only result cf 
which is that the taxpayers have to pay the 
costs ? 

TARIFFS AND EMPLOYMENT. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
informed Mr. Heffernan that there were no 
figures available for the number of workers 
engaged in protected industries for the years 
1916 to 1923, inclusive. Until the adoption 
of tariffs there was no occasion to collect 
figures relating to employment in the pro- 
duction of particular commodities. He had 
arranged for the preparation of information, 
as far-as it was available, of the rates of 
wages in the several gratles of work in the 
protected industries, and the comparative 
rates for similar work in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, but having regard to the

‘variations in wage rates, not only between 


one country and another, but between one 
district and another, and even between one 
establishment and another, inferences from 
such a statement should be drawn with 
caution. . 


SECONDARY TEACHERS’ PENSIONS, 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister for Educa- 
tion whether he was now in a position to 
state the result of his investigations into the 
question cf secondary teachers’ pensions. 
Professor O'Sullivan replied that he was 
not yet in a position to make a statement on 
tho subject. Proposals. were at present 
under consideration by the Department of 


Finance and his Department. 


Mr. Johnson asked could the Minister 
indicate how long the House would have to 
wait to hear what the decision was. 

The Minister replied that, if the Deputy 
put down another question soon after the 
recess, he might be in a position to give a 
definite answer. 


RATES ON FISHERIES.

CHRISTMAS CAROLS. 


CANON WILSON’S LECTURE. 

“Tt is a pity that choirs do not try to 
revive some of the older carols,' said Canon 
Wilson in a lecture on ‘‘Carols”’ in the 
Lecture Hall of Rathgar Presbyterian Church 
last night. Many people were writing carols 
to-day, he said, but they were in the nature 
of part-songs, lacking the old spirit. Perhaps, 
the only modern writer of the true carol 
spirit was Christina Rossetti, but many of 
her words could not be set to music. 

Tracing the history of the carol, Canon 
Wilson remarked that its chief interest lay 
in its being the song of the people. They 
used a good tune when they found it; some- 
times it was a Church melody, and often it 
was a popular air turned into a carol. These 
old folk songs had both sense and beauty; in 
the older times earth and heaven were very 
close together: the r liked so much to 
think of the humaness. of Christ. 


INTERESTING RECITAL, 


An interesting recital of Christmas carols 
was given at the Hall, 18 Lower Leeson 
street, Dublin, yestérday afternoon. A group 
of three French carols—‘‘In dulee Jubilo,”’ 
“Noél de Notre Dame’’ and “ An Concert 
des Anges "was sung with nice balance and 
effect by the choir of the Sacred Heart Day 
School, Leeson street.

In the course of his evidence at yester- 
day's session in Dublin oí the Free State 
Technical Education Commission, Mr. 
George Fletcher, F.G.S., M.R.LA., 
Assistant Secretary, Technica] Instruction 
Branch of the Department of Education, 
said that there was a widespread im- 
pression that there were inherent and in- 
superable difficulties in the way of Irish 
industrial development. This pessimistic 
view, if not frankly disposed of, would 
work out its own miserable justification. 

The provision of cheap power for indus- 
trial purposes would, it was hoped, make 
possible a vigorous industrial revival. The 
College of Science, Mr. Fletcher added, 
was the coping-stone of the Irish system 
of technical education.

The witness ‘defined the powers possessed 
by the department ih regard to industrial 
matters, which were conferred by the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction Act, 1989. 
Dealing with the a to directly aid rural 
industries, he said that it was important to 
note that no special funds were provided for 
this purpose, and that expenditure ou rural 
industries required the concurrence of the 
Agricultural Board. The aid to rural in- 
dustries took many different forms, such as : 

(1) Aid to industrial classes by means 
of the payment of the salary o 
periénced technical teacher, 
capitation grants, based upon the attend- 
ancé of student workers, the aid being 
withdrawn when the workers became 
skilled ; 

(2) The training of foremen and others 
by means of scholarships ; 

(3) Enquiries and experiments relating 
to specific industries. Valuable informa- 
tion with regard to Continental in- 
dustries, which it was suggested should 
be carried on in Ireland, was collected, 
and this enabled the department to 
arrive at definite conclusions with re- 
gard to their possibilities ; i 

(4) Exhibitions of Irish industrial pro- 
ducts at some great éxhibitions. 

LACE AND CROCHET. 

The experience. gained in these earlier 
operations, and an analysis of the causes of 
success or failure at the various efforts to 
introduce new industries or develop existing 
ones, was of the highest value in regard 
to Govergment policy. The precarious 
character of such home industries as lace and 
crochet; the manner in which a machine in- 
dustry, even in a foreign country, could 
destroy a hand industry at home; the neces- 
sity for improving design, mode of produc- 
tion and marketing of such home industries 
as are worth fostering; the necessity for 
organisation and co-operation; the futility of 
attempting to introduce from abroad home 
industries, which, even where they were well 
established, yielded only a starvation wage 
for long hours of work; the necessity for 
scientifically directed experiment and prudent 
adventure—these were conclusions which 
could be drawn from earlier experiments 
and inquiries. 

Mr, Fletcher, referring to the programme 
for technical schools, said that the inclusion 
of a course in applied science proved a very 
important means of systematising the teach- 
ing of science and technology. 


TRADE CLASSES. i 
An important concession, which might be 
used to secure a great forward movement, 
had been secured. It conferred the greatest 
advantages, and led to marked progress in 
many directions. This was the holding of 
trade classes in a number of industries. 
There was a widéspread impression that 
there were inherent and insuperable difficul- 
ties in the way of Irish industrial the a 
ment. This pessimistic view, if not frankly 
disposed of, would work out its own miser- 
able justification, The grounds for this view 
appeared to be :— , 

(a) That Ireland could not hope to de- 
velop industrially because of the 
scarcity of coal; and ; 

(b) That Ireland was an agricultural 
country, and could not be industrial also. 

While the paucity of coal and iron might 
be a national handicap, it could not be re- 
arded as a sé@rious drawback; it 
ad not prevented the establishment of 
great industries in Ireland; shipbuild- 
was one. Taking the woollen 
as an example, he calculated that the 
“handicap” due to the necessity for import- 
ing coal, would be the difference in the cost 
of coal per ton in a woollen oe district 
in England and in Ireland; this might be put 
at between is. and 2s. per week, according 
to geographical position and freightage rates. 


THE HOME MARKET. 

Dealing with the other objection, the 
witness said that there were strong reasons 
for believing that the rehabilitation and 
growth of their country towns would, by in- 
creasing the home market for agricultural pro- 
duce, have an important effect on surround- 
ing rural areas, and bring about increased 
cultivation and prosperity. i 

Mr. Fletcher further stated that, in order 
to clear the way for the developments pro- 
posed, it would be necessary to revise 
existing legislative provisions. The sugges- 
tions included two main proposals to which 
consideration was desired :— 

(1). The establishment of an Advisory 
Council; and 

(2) A reform of local.statutory com- 
mittees, with a very important change, 
the establishment of a mandatory mini- 
mum local contribution. 

The development of technical education 
would require a largely-increased coutribution 
from the Exchequer. It was to be observed 
that while local rates had very greatly in- 
creased in recent years, the rate aid to tech- 
nical instruction had not increased. 


PROPOSED ADVISORY COUNCIL.

(a) Two persons to be appointed by 
the Council of each county borough ;

If this view is correct, and 
a satisfactory arrangement can be made, I 
feel it is to the interest of all concerned that 
this country should have some voice in the 
esr policy of the European Steel Agree- 
men

RAIL-MAKERS AGREED. 

During the year an understanding has been 
arrived at with the Continental rail-makers, 
and the “ Eurovean Rail-Makers* Association” 
has been formed.

our customers, but rather to maintain a more 
stable level of prices, and at the same time 
to leave a fair return to the. manufacturer. 

In June of this year I visited America in 
company with Mr. W. L. Johnson, one 
of your directors, and Mr. E. D, Morgan, 
general works manager of the Clarence Iron 
and Steel Works. 

The reason of our visit was mainly to 
investigate American blast-furnace practice, 
and we were able to gather much useful infor- 
mation. Generally we formed the opinion 
that this country is behind America in blast- 
furnace methods, but with regard to steel- 
furnace and rolling mills practice, we did not 
consider that they have very much to teach us. 

We intend to improve gradually our blast- 
furnaces by adopting mechanical charging 
and. by the installation of larger blowing 
units. A great deal has been done in this 
direction, and we think that by continuing 
this policy we can considerably increase the 

resent outputs. I mention these matters 

use criticism is levelled at the efficiency 
and management of our trade at the present 
time, and this criticism is usually of a very 
ignorant nature. 

In the t year we have spent money in 
the further utilisation of blast-furnace and 
coke .oven gases, which we anticipate will 
result in considerable economies on the 
resumption of full operations. 

EFFICIENCY PITCH. 

We have made alterations at our coke ovens 
which have effected economies of labour, and 
have also carried out improvements to the 
soaking pits which heat the ingots for our 
rolling mills. In this connection I am glad 
to say that the majority of our workmen now 
understand that in the end these improve- 
ments are as much to their advantage as to 
the interest of the shareholders of the com- 

We must continue this policy, as 
efficiency in our works is the real keynote of 
ultimate success. 

Another question we have taken up is the 
unloading of ore at the wharves. Undoubtedly 
we cannot yet compare with a port like 
Rotterdam, where marvellous records in 
unloading are effected, but you must re- 
member that they discharge into barges from 
both sides of the boat simultaneously. These 
barges are then towed up the Rhine and un- 
loaded at the wharves of the various works in 
the Ruhr district. In our case we are only 
able to unload from one side of the boat, but 
the ore is discharged by grabs into trucks, 
and goes either for immediate consumption at 
the blast-furnaces, or into the ore stockin

Our works are in a very efficient state, 
and I look forward to better outputs than 
we have had in the past. At the same time 
considerable leeway has to be made up, 
especially as the first three months of the 
financial year will be adversely affected by 
the coal strike and the nse of restarting 
the works. Our output, however, is large, 
and, should the world's conditions improve, 
as appears probable, I hope when we meet a 
year hence that a very much more satisfac- 
tory statement will be put before you. 

You will be interested to hear that in 
additon to the officials and foremen of our 
collieries, about 200 members of the staff 
volun for service at_the collieries during 
the stoppage, where they rendered invaluable 
assistance by taking on all classes of work, 
including the hewing of coal. We have been 
able as a result of their efforts to keep the 
majority of our coke oven plants warm, and 
those are now in operation, enabling us to 
blow in blast-furnaces much earlier than 
would otherwise have been possible. We very 
much appreciate their loyal assistance, and | 
think that the tims they spent at the 
collieries has not been wasted, for most of 
them obtained very useful knowledge of the 
inside working of a colliery. 

In conclusion. I would like to thank the 
staff for the loyalty they have shown to 
me and to the firm during what undoubtedly 
has been the most trying year of our history. 

In this connection I would like to make 
a special reference to our senior be 
works manager, Mr. C. Moody, who, as 
president, of the Iron and Stee] Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, has had a very difficult 
time, particularly during the general strike 
and the chaotic condition which followed.
